Newton said. 
The better element of

Construction of New Homes Is Necessary If .(City Is To 


Continue to Expand—Dozen Plants Are Being Built 
Or Enlarged. 


The industrial expansion of Newark 


now at hand demands the immediate 
construction of nlany dwelling houses 
If the city is to take care of its growing 
population. 
Glance at the list of in- 


dustries about to be started and those 
that are now expanding: Ohio Cities 
Oil Refinery. Cree-Becker Oil Well Ma- 
chinery. Moore Tool Company, Elgin 
Motor Company, Halladay Motor Cor- 
poration, Pharis Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany. Baruxes Candy Factory. Ameri- 
can Bottle Company. Midland Shoe 
Company. Newark Furniture Company. 
Newark Stamping and Foundry Com- 
pany, Burke Golf Company. 'Other im- 
portant industries of the city are in- 
creasing their force of workmen. 
This industrial expansion means that 


the population of Newark is to grow 
rapidly. Today it is almost impossible 
to find a vacant house in town. If the 
city is to grow many more houses must 
be provided at once. 


In Zanesville the plan suggested at a 
recent meeting in Newark has been 
adopted. 
As a flrst Step in solving 


Zanesville's housing problem, the cham- 
ber of commerce has formulated plans 
for the organization of a -home building 
company with a capital of<not less than 
$290,090 and the immediate construction 
of 50 houses. The houses will be erect- 
ed on sites purchased from local real 


estate dealers, and when completed will 
be listed in the office of the building 
company and with every realty dealet 
in the city. They will b» sold, not rent 
ed, and the building company does noi 
contemplate making on* cent of profit 
on them. As the secretary of the cham 
ber put it, these hotMM are to be erect 
ed for the good of Saaesvilie, and not 
for gain To prove this statement, the 
committee lias ordered all the building 
materials in car-load, lots to afford the 
home purchaser the advantage of the 
wholesale prices. PUna for the houses 
are being drawn by * number of archl 
tects and will be submitted to the build 
ing company for it* approval They caj 
for houses of about six rooms, modern 
in every way and attractive The houses 
wili not be grouped, but will be erected 
on various sites in the cit\ and in the 
immediate vicinity of the factories which 
they are to serve. Work on the houses 
will probably be started about April 1 
The organization backing this irft 
portant movement wilt be composed ol 
manuacturers, 
financiers, 
merchants 
and professional men. The chamber wti 
build more houses as its finances in 
crease. 
In the meantime the building com 
mittee of the chamber of commerce wil 
inaugurate an extensive campaign urg 
ing individuals to build.

What 1» pise? The word, which la 


<t» complete form la written pise de 
terre, betrays a French origin and, 
from Its general appearance, might 
well suggest some affinity with the 
world of art 
These preliminary Im- 


pressions, however, will be found mis- 
leading. There Is nothing peculiarly 
French In pise dwellings, though they 
are common enough In some parts of 
France, and reference to them abound* 
la French literature of the eighteenth 
century. 


The word Itself, traced to Its Latin 


origin, apparently means nothing more 
artistic than "battered." Perhaps the 
simplest definition of pise Is provided 
by Pliny the Elder, who calls It 
"earth 
battered 
between 
boards," 


meaning by boards a form such as may 
be used for concrete In construction 
work. 


The Roman sage adds that It was an 


old and well-tried system of building 
and remarks that Hannibal used this 
material for watch towers on the tops 
of hills In Spain during bis "campaign. 


Who knows whether H was not also 


in use when Cheops built his Great 
Pyramid; for there are prehistoric 
pise buildings In New Mexico and Ari- 
zona which, gome say, date back al- 
most to that period? 


Certainly history cannot trace the 


system to its origin, and the pise 
dwellings now visible in France, Spain, 
America, the British colonies and 
elsewhere may give no complete indi- 
cation of the extent to which this ma- 
terial was employed in other centuries.

Washington, the first thought of this 
copper-skinned descendant of a race 
of chiefs was of his mother, whom he 
named as the beneficiary in his $10,- 
000 government war risk, insurance 
policy. 


The mother's name Is Susan-Loves- 


the-War and she lives at Wakpola, S. 
D. She was proud that her son was 
among the first to respond to the call 
of the United States for soldiers to 
fight for their country; she was glad 
when be came back, unharmed, full of 
wonderful stories of the adventure 
through which he had passed. And 
she realized that he had, by allotment 
of pay and by his insurance policy, 
demonstrated that all he had was hers, 
as everything he was he owed to her.

Big Money for Perfect Potatoes. 
The perfect potato, which resists 


blight and other "spud" diseases, has 
been developed, according to Samuel 
Ryder, bead of a well-^nown English 
seed firm. 


He refused to give the name of the 


hybridist, but said he paid him $12,000 
for seed potatoes which wouldn't fill 
a peck measure. 


"We have bought up all the hy- 


bridized seed of this expert," said 
Ryder. The average potato yield in 
1918 was four tons per acre In Eng- 
land. With the new seed, six pounds 
per root or 83 tons per acre, can be 
.produced. The full results of the prr- 
feet potato may not be reaped for two 
or three years."
